George Carr Wilson (b. 1853), son of Joel and Mary T. Wilson, 
younger brother of Martha Wilson Pugh, married Virginia Martin Dec. 11, 
1877 of Warren, Ark. They lived on a farm near Hamburg, but he also 
owned a farm at Portland (where Providence Church is now). Seven 
children were born to this couple, four grew to adulthood. George C. 
Wilson died of ruptured appendix in 1890. In 1898, weeks after her son 
Robert died at age 14 while visiting her family in Warren, Virginia Martin 
Wilson moved (as previously planned) with her three youngest children to 
Searcy, Ark., because of the "excellent" schools there, for her children to 
finish their education. Her oldest son, John Carr Wilson, remained in 
Ark. to work - I think in the Portland area, certainly Ashley County. 
(She constantly worried about this and the company he was keeping). In 
1903 Virginia (Jennie) died in Searcy after a rather lengthy illness, 
probably cancer of the stomach. Her oldest daughter, Nettie, was then 17 
years old and had nursed her mother with later help of Searcy friends and 
family who came to Searcy. After Jennie's death, her three youngest 
children came under the care of their aunt, Martha Wilson Pugh. The two 
youngest, Mike Elias Wilson, age 16, and Georgia Lowe Wilson , age 13, 
lived in her home. Nettie Leora spent vacations there when not away at 
school in Bowling Green, Kentucky (Potter's College) or teaching school at 
Boydell (then called Morrell) and Warren. In October of 1907 Nettie 
married Louis Ederington of Warren at the Portland Methodist Church with 
the wedding luncheon held at the R. A. Pugh home of her "Aunt Matt", 
hosted oy ole cousin, Allie Pugh Roddy. The younger two children 
were: 1) Mike, who became a druggist and ran a drugstore in Lake Village 


for his cousin-in-law Dr. Cockerham. Later he became the owner of the 





drugstore known as Lake Village Drug Store. It was in existance for many 
years. 2) Georgia married C. L. Tarleton whose parents were living in 
Portland during the "sawmill era". This family was originally from 
Hannibal, Mo. and returned there. Georgia and "Lew" Tarleton moved to 
Hannibal after a period in Shreveport, La. where he worked as an 
accountant. Eventually they left their dairy farm in Missouri and moved to 


Warren where he became cashier of the Warren Bank. 


Nettie Wilson and Louis Ederington were the parents of Jo Ann 
Ederington Pugh who moved to Portland through marriage on Nov. 8, 1953 
to Robert Dean Pugh (her fourth cousin). Their children are: Virginia
